MILAN, Italy, Dec. 27.—Hostilities 
between regular Italian troops «ltd 
Gabrielle D’Annunzio's legionnaires at 
Fiume, 
suspended 
over Christmas, 
have been resumed and it is said the 
regulars are beginning to occupy the 
city. 
The general offensive of the 
regulars against the legionnaires de­ 
fending Fiume began Friday afternoon 
at 3 o clock.' The regulars quickly oc 
copied Mount Luben. Mount Tuardia 
and Mount Grande, on the outskirts of 
the city. „ 
The fighting at these places was 
fairly spirited and the casualties were 
pot at eight killed and 30 wounded 
General Caviglia, commanding the 
regulars, learned that the city had 
been mined and decided to proceed 
with great caution. In the meantime 
the garrison in view was preparing 
for a vigorous defense of the city. 
From the governor’s palhce D’Annun 
zio himself directed the defensive pre 
parations 
He refused to listen to 
peace overtures. 
A non-commissioned officer and a 
private, who had been sent into the 
city as peace messengers, were heized 
and put to death. A fleet cruised about 
the harbor entrance awaiting orders 
to enter. 
In addition to meeting at­ 
tacks from the regulars, the ^legion­ 
naires had their troubles in Fiume. 
Many citizens united in a demonstra­ 
tion in favor of surrender and the 
leaders were arretted.

Bishop James Cannon of Birming­ 
ham left last night for North Caro­ 
lina after a few hours’ visit to the 
Twin Cities. 
He occupied the pulpit 
of the First Methodist church of De­ 
catur at the evening service Sunday 
and preached what Rev. C. C. Davison, 
pastor of the First Baptist church, 
who was present and led in prayer, de­ 
scribed as “a wonderful but simple 
message.” An inspiring song service 
had preceded the bishop’s sermon, one 
number of which was a beautiful and 
sweet vocal solo, “It Is Better Further 
On,” by Mias Banks. The subject of 
the distinguished guest's discourse 
may be described as “The ‘Also’ Men 
and Women,” and his text was: “Also 
he went down and slew a lion in a pit 
on a snowy day,” I Chron. 11-22. 
The speaker had made his scripture 
reading lesson from the Hebrew au 
thor’s catalog of the heroes of faith 
than which passage, according to the 
preacher, 
literature contained 
“no 
other such illustrious pen picture,”, de 
scriptive of true heroism. 
“Thg inspired writer heaped line up 
on line, sentence upon sentence, clause 
upon clause and paragraph upon para 
graph in an effort to rightly charac 
terize the heroes of faith, but he had to 
say that ‘time would fail him to tell 
of all their deeds and exploits.’ ” 
After the opening prayer by Presid 
ing Elder Walter P. McGlawn, Bishop 
Cannon stepped to the desk and with­ 
out the shadow of ostentation or of 
self-authority said that he proposed to 
base his remarks on the deeds of one 
of the Bible heroes that St. Paul did 
not mention in the Hebrews epistle, 
namely, Beaniah, the son of Jehoiada. 
The illustrious ancestry of the text 
hero was referred to, only to tell the 
congregation that Beaniah would have 
been a failure I * 8 had been content 
1 “to share the glory of his fathers.” 
The bishop said Richard Henry Lee’s 
glory and that of “Light Horae” Harry 
Lee would not have sufficed for their
